conducted.

So long as this fundamental foundation of any third party | 
movement is unders and observed it matters little what 
name may be given to such a new party. 

It matters not whether such a new party is named Farmer- 
Labor party, or any other name, but if it is to accomplish and 
achieve the greatest need of the hour, now confronting the 
American people, it must truly and whole-heartedly represent | 
farmer and labor interests. 

Such a party is in the making and the more active a part 
the real workers, on the one hand and the genuine farmers on | 
the other, actually take in forming and managing such a new 
third party the more faithfully will it reflect their interests.
